Promotions to Be Given 


To Officer Candidates 


Under provisions of a War Department 
order issued on 25 March, all privates 
and privates first class selected to attend 
Otlicers’ Candidate Schools will be auto- 
matically promoted to the grade of cor- 
poral. The new order, which modifies Cir 
cular No. 80, has already been radioed 
to the field and a number of promotions 
have already been affected. The order 
specifies that promotions will be made 
effective not more than two days prior 
to departure to the school. 

Another new order, details of which 
have not been released, specifies that all 
insignia of grade will be removed from 
sleeves of men attending the Officers’ 
Candidate schools and will be replaced 
by a distinctive new shoulder patch bear- 
ing the initials “OCS.” 

The text of the War Department’s order 
providing for promotion of privates and 
privates first class attending - Officers’ 
Candidate Schools is as follows: 

“DPnlisted men of grade six and seven 
selected to attend Officers’ Candidate 
schools will be promoted to grade five, 
such promotions to be made not more 
than two days prior to departure to the 
school, Excessive grades created by the 
above promotions will be carried as sur- 
plus, until transfer of the students, in 
grade, to Officers’ Candidate schools. Stu- 
dents now in attendance at or enroute to 
Officers’ Candidate Schools will be pro- 
moted by the commandant thereof in ac- 
cordance with the above provisions. Such 
promotions will not be made when a re- 
duction in pay would result.” 

Approved and soon to be issued are 
changes in War Department Circular No, 
48, which prescribes regulations for the 
conduct of Officer Candidate Schools. For 
the most part the changes are technical 
ones, to adapt the school system to the 
new Army organization, but a number of 
other policies also are to be modified. 

These changes will include: 

(1) Removal of the requirement that 
MO per cent of the applicants for officer 
candidate training chosen from any com- 
mand be selectees. As a matter of fact, 
the percentage of selectees to total men 
being selected for the schools is now run 
ning 8O per cent. The limitation originally 
was inserted to insure that commanders 
would not recommend all of their old 
men. However, in some units the limita- 
tion is proving impracticable since for 
various reasons, most of the men in those 
units are non-selectees, 

(2) Men sent to schools from overseas 
posts will no longer be designated for any 
particular class since time of arrival is 
uncertain due to transport problems. In- 
stead they will be eligible to attend the 
first class of their school which convenes 
after their arrival. 

(3) A limit of 4 months will be placed 
upon the time men can be retained at Re 
placement Training Centers while await 
ing transfer to an _ officer candidate 
school. At present no time limitation ex- 
ists, and in some cases, capacity of the 
replacement centers is materially cur 
tailed because of the number of men who 
are being retained pending assignment 
to officer candidate schools.

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The Fall of Bataan 


War Department Communique tis- 
sued 5:15 A. M., 9 April: “A message 
from General Wainwright at Ft. Mills 
just received at the War Department 
states that the Japanese attack on 
Bataan Peninsula succeeded in envel- 
oping the east flank of our lines, in 
the position held by the II Corps. An 
attack by the I Corps, ordered to re- 
lieve the situation, failed due to com- 
plete physical exhaustion of the troops. 
Full details are not available, but this 
situation indicates the probability that 
the defenses on Bataan have been 
overcome.” 

Statement by Secretary of War 
Stimson: “The communique states the 
substance of what has happened. Our 
troops outnumbered and worn down 
by successive attacks by fresh troops, 
exhausted by insufficient rations and 
the disease prevalent in that Penin- 
sula finally had their lines broken and 
enveloped by the enemy. 

“We do not know the details of what 
has happened since that communique 
but it is evident as stated therein that 
the defenses on Bataan have been over- 
come, A long and gallant defense has 
been worn down and overthrown. 

“We have nothing but praise and 
admiration for the commanders and 
the men who have conducted this epic 
chapter in American history.” 











Tax on Movie Admissions 

Repeal of taxes on admissions to the- 
aters and other activities operated by and 
under the control of the War and Navy 
Departments was asked this week by Sec- 
retary of War Stimson. 

If this is done, movie admissions to 
service men can be redueed as soon as 
projected theaters are equipped, he stated. 

A bill to carry out the request has been 
introduced by Senator Reynolds, of N. 
©., and referred to the Senate Finance 
Committee. 

Secretary Stimson pointed out that un- 
til Oct, 1941, when the Revenue Act of 
1941 became effective, such admissions 
had not been taxed, and stated that he 
thought such taxation had been done in 
advertently by Congress. 

He said that his repealer has the ap- 
proval of both the President and the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, and stated that 
the Treasury had not collected taxes on 
admissions but had permitted the Army 
to hold them in a special fund pending 
disposition of the proposed legislation. 

The Army Motion Picture Service, Mr. 
Stimson said, was a self-sustaining enter- 
prise. Through it even the small posts had 
been provided with entertainment at no 
cost to the government, and through it 
facilities were available for showing of 
training films. If the government were 
to operate the theaters, even to show 
training films only, he said, no admission 
of course would be charged, but no tax 
would be paid then, and the government 
would have to pay $5,000,000 a year to 
maintain the equipment. 

Income of the picture service is pooled, 
he said, and after expenses are paid, pro- 
fits are transmitted to posts with profit- 
able theaters for expenditure for enlisted 
men’s welfare. Were it not for the paid 
admissions of the soldiers, such welfare

House Group Promises 
Prompt Pay Bill Action 


With a hearing on the Johnson pay bill, 
S. 2025, scheduled for Tuesday, 14 April 
by the House Military Affairs Committee, 
the chairman of that committee, Repre- 
sentative Andrew J. May, of Ky., reiter- 
ated this week his support of the measure 
and stated that it would not remain long 
on the committee calendar. 

“If these boys are going to be given a 
raise in their pay, they ought to have it,” 
he declared, “and if they are not, they 
ought to know it.” 

Passage of the bill by the House is vir- 
tually assured. The Senate last week ap- 
proved it as reported by its Military Af- 
fairs Committee by a unanimous vote, 73 
to 0. Of the 23 other members of the Sen- 
ate, 22 immediately placed themselves on 
record as favoring the bill. 

Approval of the measure by the Presi- 
dent also seems assured. Prior to passage 
of the bill by the Senate, the Senate ma- 
jority leader, Senator Barkley, of Ky., 
spoke to the President about the bill. 
Later, Mr. Barkley, as reported last week 
in the ArMy AND Navy JOURNAL, made 
an impassioned plea in support of the 
measure, 

The President did not commit himself 
on the measure, Senator Barkley stated, 
but when he was informed by the Senator 
that the Senate probably would pass the 
bill, Mr. Roosevelt interposed no objec- 
tions. 

It will be recalled that the proposal to 
pay service personnel a bonus for foreign 
service originated in the Congress, was 
passed without dissenting vote, and was 
approved by the President. Also approved 
was the recent legislation providing auto- 
matic pay raises for civilian government 
employees. 

The Navy this week, to insure that its 
submarine officers would receive all posst- 
ble benefits from proposed increases in 
pay, asked that its submarine pay law be 
amended so that the 25 per cent addi- 
tional pay which officers on submarine 
duty receive be based at any particular 
time on the pay rates in effect at that 
time. 

It is generally believed that when the 
members of the interdepartmental pay 
committee which drafted the original 
form of 8. 2025 go before the House Mili- 
tary Committee on 14 April, they will ask 
that the bill be passed as introduced in 
the Senate—which will mean a request 
for restoration of the increases originally 
asked for commissioned officers. With 
the exception of a $300 increase in the 
base pay of second lieutenants and en- 
signs, and a removal of the limitation on 
the total pay and allowance of brigadier 
general, the Senate Committee and the 
Senate denied proposed officer increases. 

The rejected proposals were: Increase 
first lieutenants from $2,000 to $2,100; 
captains from $2,400 to $2,700; majors 
from $3,000 to $3,300; lieutenant colonels 
from $3,500 to $3,800 ; colonels from $4,000 
to $4,200; brigadier generals from $6,000 
to $7,250, and major generals from $8,000 
to $8,400. All limitations on total pay and 
allowances were also to be removed. 

Prospects for increases in officers’ pay, 
however, do not appear to be too bright.

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Editors Discuss Creation of Pacific War Council at Washington 


HILD the advent of Spring forebodes intense German offensive action on the 
W auropean war front, for the moment, headline war news is coming from the 
Pacific area, where strengthened United Nations forces are repelling Japanese attacks 
and at the same time are launching offensive bombing thrusts at enemy positions. 
Important, indeed, to the execution of the war in the Pacific was the first meeting 
of the Pacific Council held at the White House last week. It was to this meeting that 


many newspapers turned to comment. 


“The establishment of a Pacific Council, representing the seven, nations actively 
engaged in fighting in the Pacific Ocean,” says the Troy, N. Y., Record, “should be 
particularly gratifying to the Australians and New Zealanders, who have been urging 
such a step for some time. It should also make for better coordination of the Allied 
effort in that part of the world.” Explanation for the Council’s being located at Wash- 
ington is made by the Record which states, “It is also only natural that, since they 
must now look to the United States rather than to Great Britain for their chief military 
support against the Oriental invaders, they should prefer that the headquarters for 
united Allied action in the Pacific be located in Washington.” 

The Scranton, Pa., Tribune sees significant results in the creation of the new 
Pacific Council and comments, “The new body will include representatives of Australia, 
New Zealand, the Netherlands, Canada, China, Great Britain, and the United States. 
The group will be in charge of arranging the grand strategy for the Pacific War 
theatre.” Concludes the Tribune, “Out of such a close pooling of ideas, strategy and 
resources should come the framework for an offensive action against Japan.” 

“One of the first problems to be taken, up by the new council,” relates the Augusta, 
Me., Kennebec-Journal, “may be how much emphasis shall be put on the Pacific as 
opposed to the Middle East. The British appear to favor the latter, to the objection 
of Australia, and perhaps this country whose immediate enemy is Japan.” The Kenne- 
bec-Journal then, explains, “Evidently the London Pacific Council has not satisfied 
Australia but has rather turned her to this country for leadership and hence a Wash- 





ington Pacific Council also.” 





The reference to the conduct of a duel war—against Germany on the one hay 
and Japan on the other, is broadened by the Washington, D. C., Star, which gay 
“To a greater extent than is the case with any other member of the United Natioy 
our position is a central one. We are threatened immediately and directly in bo 
oceans, and the necessity on our part of meeting this duel threat is the Controlling 
factor in our military planning. For this reason,” the Star asserts, “the setting.y 
of the Pacific Council in Washington should not lead to the supposition that we a 
going to concentrate our strength primarily against the Japanese. We cannot affoy 
to fight Japan at the expense of fighting Germany,” says the Star, “any more than» 
can fight Germany at the expense of fighting Japan. The problem is to view the wy 
as a whole and to distribute our strength accordingly. This is not a decision whig 
properly can be left to the Pacific War Council. In the last analysis it must be may 
by this Government, after taking into account the opinions of all of our allies.” 

The Cincinnati, Ohio, Times-Star relates, “With Genera] MacArthur as (Cop 
mander-in-Chief of all armed forces in Australia, with the United States charged wit 
the defense of Australia and the islands that lie between that continent and op 
West Coast, all logic favors a Washington council. The body in London will continy 
in being and will work in close collaboration with the Washington group,” the Time 
Star informs, adding that “one advantage of the new set-up is that China and Cana 
will now have representation as Pacific powers. Under the new plan, whose wisdg 
London has undoubtedly come to accept, there will probably be a distribution of fie 
of interest, with the London council responsible for India and Burma, and the Was 
ington group planning for the rest of the Pacific area still in Allied hands.” 

“The United States,” the Asheville, N. C., Citizen comments, “is closer by 3, 
miles to the Australian fighting zone than is Great Britain. The buik of supplies ay 
perhaps the majority of manpower must come from this continent. Decisions, no les- 
than armaments must be manufactured in the United States with the help and couns 


of its allies. 





Service Pay Legislation

Even if the House votes them, the bill 
returning to the Senate will meet heavy 
opposition, headed by Senator Walsh, of 
Mass., and other Senators who already 
have gone on record as opposing increases 

for officers. 

It will be remembered that nearly half 
of the hour spent in debate on 8. 2025 
on the Senate floor was occupied by pro- 
ponents of the measure in their attempts 
to win approval of the $300 pay raise for 
second lieutenants in the face of opposi- 
tion. 

Heretofore overlooked in reports on 8. 
2025 was a Senate committee amendment 
which will insure double quarters allow- 
ances for enlisted men under certain con- 
ditions. The amendment came to light 
during Senate debate on the measure last 
week, 

Senator Danaher, of Conn., asked Sen- 
ator Johnson, of Colo., manager of the 
bill, for an explanation of a proviso in 
Sec. 10 of the bill which reads: 

“Provided, That such enlisted men shall 
continue to be entitled to this allowance al- 
though receiving the allowance provided in 
the first paragraph of this section if by rea- 
son of orders of competent authority his de- 
pendent is prevented from dwelling with 
him,” 

Senator Johnson replied, “The purpose 
of this proviso is to enable an enlisted 
man [of the first three grades—Hditor’s 
Note] having dependents to draw a rental 
allowance for both himself and his de- 
pendents if he is assigned to a post of 
duty where his dependents cannot accom- 
pany him and the government is unable 
to furnish quarters for either him or his 
dependents. For example, a master ser- 
geant who has a wife and child in the 
United States to whom quarters are not 
furnished would be entitled to draw a 
double rental allowance if he should be 
sent to Newfoundland or Trinidad and 
the government did not furnish him quar- 
ters at the station to which he is sent. 
Under the provisions of law now in effect 
the Comptroller General has held that 
such an enlisted man is limited to draw- 
ing one rental allowance.” 

Officers in a similar situation may draw 
only one rental allowance but their situ- 
ation is largely alleviated by the fact they 
under such circumstances would receive 
a per diem for themselves. 


Gen. Marshall in London 


General George C. Marshall, Chief of 
Staff, and Presidential adviser Harry 
Hopkins arrived in London by plane this 
week for conferences with high British 
leaders, including Prime Minister Wins- 
ton Churchill, 

General Marshall told newspapermen 
that the purpose of the American forces 
in Europe was to “expand,” while Mr. 








Hopkins said that President Roosevelt 
had intrusted him with some confidential 
matters to be discussed with the British. 

Accompanying General George C. Mar- 
shall were Col. Howard A. Craig, Assis- 
tant Chief of Staff (Plans) of the Army 
Air Forces; Lt. Col. A. C. Wedemeyer, 
Strategic Policy and Plans Group, Opera- 
tions Division, War Department General 
Staff; and Lt. Comdr. J. R. Fulton, USN. 





Army Specialist Corps 

Funds to permit establishment of an 
Army Specialist Corps with an initial 
strength of 6,000 men were voted by the 
Senate in the sixth supplemental national 
defense appropriation bill, now in con- 
ference between that body and the House. 

The request for the $2,218,100 appropri- 
ation had previously been turned down 
by the House Appropriations Committee 
on the ground that legislation appeared 
to be required before action could be 
taken by the committee. 

The Senate added a proviso that all ap- 
pointments to the corps must be confirmed 
by the Senate. 

Actually, the corps does not represent 
an increase in expenditures. It was point- 
ed out by Brig. Gen. John H. Hilldring, 
assistant chief of staff, G-1, in testimony 
on the measure that: “What we did was 
figure out the number of persons we 
needed for commissioned officers, and 
that established the amount of money we 
would need, since the pay is about the 
same, Then we went over these positions 
and counted out those we felt could be 
allotted to the Army Specialist Corps. 
There are between 5,000 and 6,000 posi- 
tions, about 5,900.” 

Members of the corps would be spe- 
cialists in their line, would not be chosen 
on a basis of formal education and would 
not be exempt from selective service. To 
uniform the specialists rather than em- 
ploy them as civilians will protect their 
status with the enemy. However, ‘to com- 
mission them because they should be uni- 
formed, it was pointed out, would reflect 
adversely upon the men who, having spent 
years in the military service, would find 
themselves junior in rank to the techni- 
cians. 

Such a specialist corps has been in ex- 
istence in Germany for some time, Lt. 
— Brehon Somervell told the commit- 

ee. 

“T am thinking about the morale of the 
Army,” declared Senator Hayden, of 
Ariz. “From what I have heard of it and 
from what I know to be true in the Army, 
you can’t do anything worse to their mo- 
rale than to appoint civilians, with no 
military background, to assume high 
rank. Yet you have the choice of doing 
that or establishing a corps of this kind.” 

Among specialists needed by the Army 
are: experts in post exchange operation, 
restoration of oil fields and refineries, 








transportation, textiles, engineering, law, 
navigation, personnel, ete. Salaries would 
range from $2,300 to $8,000.

(4) The changed regulations will in- 
corporate without change the previously 
announced plan to permit draft degis- 
trants to waive dependency and be in- 
ducted upon condition that they be sent 
to officer candidate schools after their 
basic training.

ie held. He said he saw no reason why 
resistance by small, isolated forces could 
not continue. 

The Secretary revealed that the Ameri- 
an-Filipino force on Bataan consisted of 
43,858 troops. His information, he said 
wis based upon a report received the 
day before from General Wainwright. 

With short rations, no aircraft, and 
few men to man the thin lines, the Ameri- 
an and Filipinos had been under con- 
tinnous fire for five days before the final 
Japanese thrust which broke their de- 
fense positions, ’ 

For more than three months, they had 
held out against a numerically superior 
Japanese Army estimated to number 
40,000 troops—many of which were vet- 
erans of years of warfare in combat. 

Word of the probable defeat of the Ba- 
taan defenders was radioed to Washing- 
ton by General Wainwright from Ft. 
Mills on Corregidor. 

The 36,853 effectives reported by Gen- 
al Wainwright did not include the 
forces of Corregidor and other harbor 
forts at the entrance to Manila Bay, or 
wattered forces elsewhere on Luzon and 
vther Philippine Islands. 

It was disclosed that there was only 
me complete regular Army Infantry 
Regiment in the Philippines at the out- 
break of the war, the 31st Infantry, long 
‘ationed in the Islands but which was 
oly at peace-time strength. 

The Philippine Scouts numbered about 
000. There was also about 5,000 Air 
‘orps personnel in the Philippines. As 
the Americans lost their planes, at least 
290 and possibly more of these joined 
the defense forces as Infantry troops.

Mr. Stimson then told in some detail 
of the efforts to relieve and reinforce the 
defenders of Bataan. 

“As soon as General MacArthur had 
taken his troops into Bataan, we began 
an effort to make his stay there as long 
us possible. We had taken every effort 
to get food and supplies to his forces. 
This effort began in January. General 
MacArthur got into Bataan between the 
first and seventh of January. By the 17th 
of January American Army officers were 
already arriving in Australia to organize 
a base there and part of their duties were 
to break the blockade. 

“In order to make sure all efforts were 
put in effect, General Patrick Hurley, 
Minister to New Zealand, was directed to 
take extraordinary steps to secure food, 
supplies and ammunition. Very large 
sums of money were placed at General 
Hurley’s credit and to General Mac- 
Arthur’s credit. General MacArthur was 
instructed to buy all he could in the 
neighborhood of the Philippines. General 
Hurley was notably successful and se- 
cured several ships of supplies which got 
to the Philippines. Part of these supplies 
were transported to Corregidor and later 
to Bataan. But for every ship that ar- 
rived, he lost nearly two ships.”

Mechanize 10 Cavalry Regts. 

Complete mechanization of the Army's 
ten combination horse-mechanized Cav- 
alry regiments has been ordered by the 
War Department. In their new form, the 
department believes, the regiments be- 
come highly mobile units of great fire 
power capable of carrying out the mission 
of cavalry in modern vehicles at modern 
battle speeds. 

Three of the regiments are Regular 
Army units, the 4th, 6th, and 15th Cav- 
alry. The latter has been reorganized 
after a lapse in active service since 1922. 
The other seven are Federalized National 
Guard, the 101st, of New York; the 102nd 
of New Jersey; the 104th of Pennsylva- 
nia; the 106th of Illinois; the 107th of 
Ohio: the 113th of Towa; and the 115th 
of Wyoming. 

In their new form, the. number of of 





ficers and enlisted men in these regiments 
will remain approximately the same, | 
about 1500, But they will be mounted in | 
armored cars with greater fire power and 


better protection than the scout cars used 
in the “portee” regiments provided. The 
some 5,000 horses required by the regi- 
ments in their organization as “portee” 
cavalry will be made available to other 
Army units, the War Department said. 

Mechanization of these regiments 
leaves the Army with two divisions and 
one brigade of horse cavalry, the 1st and 
2nd Cavalry Divisions and the 56th Cav- 
alry Brigade. 





Uniform Allowance Regulations 


Provision for payment of the $150 uni- 
form allowance to Reserve Officers who 
reported for active duty after 26 Sept. 
1941, is contained in War Department Cir- 
cular No. 85, which explains that payment 
of claims involving officers who reported 
for active duty prior to that date will be 
held up pending the decision of the Comp- 
troller General on several controversial 
points which have arisen following the 
adoption into law of the complicated piece 
of legislation which provided for the uni- 
form allowance. 

The regulations as released by the War 
Department follow: 

Allowances for uniforms and equipment.— 
Pending revision of pertinent Army Regula- 
tion, the following instructions pursuant to 
act March 9, 1942 (sec. II, Bull. No. 14, W. D., 
1942), are published for the information and 
guidance of all concerned: 

1. Procedure.—a. The claim of an officer 
under section 2, act March 9, 1042, for the 
uniform and equipment allowance will be 
stated on War Department Form No, 336 and 
submitted to his local disbursing officer, sup- 
ported by a copy of the active duty orders 
in the case of Reserve or Army of the United 
States officers and a copy of orders announc- 
ing the oppointment in the case of Regular 
Army officers. 

b. The claim will be supported by a state- 
ment of all prior service from the corps area 
commander or military area commander un- 
der whom service was performed, together 
with a statement giving voucher references 
to any and all payments made under act of 
May 14, 1940 (see AR 35-3420). Statements of 
payments if included in statements of prior 
service are acceptable. If not included in 
statements of service they must be supported 
by a statement of the disbursing officer con- 
cerned, giving voucher references, 

c. A certificate by the officer submitting 
claim will be attached to War Department 
Form No. 336 giving the following data: 

(1) Date of original commission in National 
Guard, Officers’ Reserve Corps, Army of the 
United States, and/or Regular Army, 

(2) Date of entry on current active duty 
and grade, 

(3) Inclusive dates of all prior periods of 
active duty. 

(4) Designation of component in which the 
officer is commissioned, that is, Regular 
Army, Officers’ Reserve Corps, Army of the 
United States, or National Guard. 

(5) Status of officer immediately 
ing present tour of duty, that is, civilian, 
member of officer candidate school, Reserve 
officer, cadet at United States Military Acad- 
emy. 

2. Claims payable.—Officers below the grade 
of major otherwise within the purview of the 
act who have first entered on active duty on 
or subsequent to September 26, 1941, for a 
period of more than 3 months, within 3 years 
from the date of and under their respective 
original commissions, will be paid the unl- 
form and equipment allowance of $150 by 
their local disbursing officer upon presenta- 
tion of claims supported by the evidence set 
forth in paragraph 1. 

3. Payment of certain claims to be with- 
held pending decision.—Payment of claims 
involving perlods of active duty beginning 
prior to September 26, 1941, will be held in 
abeyance pending the rendition of a deci- 
sion requested from the Comptroller General 
with respect to several controversial ques 
tions arising in connection therewith. 


Admiral Stark Cited 

Standing calmly before President 
Roosevelt’s desk in the White House this 
week, Adm. Harold R. Stark, USN, stiff- 
ened immediately to proud attention as 
he surprisedly heard the Chief Executive 
read a citation which awarded him the 
Navy Gold Star in lieu of a second Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal for “exception- 
ally meritorious service” as Chief of 
Naval Operations. 

Admiral Stark, who will soon leave to 
assume new duties as commander of 
American Naval Forces in European 
Waters, was recently relieved of his du- 
ties as Chief of Naval Operations when 
Adm, Ernest J. King, USN, Commander- 
in-Chief of the United States Fleet, was 
given the Naval Operations as part of 
his command.

Revise Navy Decorations 


Legislation to revise the forms of deco- 
rations to be awarded to Navy personnel 
was asked of Congress by the Navy De- 
partment this week. 

In a letter to the Congress, Secretary of 
the Navy Knox, with approval of the 
Budget Bureau, asked that the Act of 4 
February 1919 be amended. 

Stated the Secretary: 

“Section 1407, Revised Statutes, authorized 
a medal of honor for enlisted men distin- 
guishing themselves by gallantry in action. 
The Act approved 3 March, 1915, authorized 
a medal of honor for officers distinguishing 
themselves in battle or by displaying ex- 
traordinary heroism in the line of their pro- 
fession, and the Act approved 4 Feb., 1919, 
authorized a medal of honor to be presented 
in the name of Congress to any person who, 
while in the naval service of the United States, 
shall, in action involving actual conflict with 
the enemy, distinguish himself conspicuously 
by gallantry and intrepedity at the risk of his 
life above and beyond the call of duty and 
without detriment to the mission of his com- 
mand or the command to which attached. The 
proposed legislation would provide for but 
one medal of honor for award to a person 
for distinguished conduct in action involving 
actual conflict with the enemy, or in the line 
of his profession. 

“The proposed legislation would also 
change the conditions of the Act approved 
4 Feb., 1919, for the award of the Navy Cross 
from ‘any person who, while in the naval 
service of the United States’ distinguishes 
himself ‘by extraordinary heroism or dis- 
tinguished service in the line of his profes- 
sion’ to ‘any person who, while serving in 
any capacity with the naval service of the 
United States, distinguishes himself by extra- 
ordinary heroism in connection with mill- 
tary operations against an armed enemy.’ 

“In addition, the proposed legislation would 
authorize the adoption of a new medal to 
be called the ‘silver star medal’ for award 
to any person who, while in the naval ser- 
vice of the United States, distinguishes him- 
self conspicuously by gallantry and intrepid- 
ity in action, such gallantry and service not 
being sufficient to justify the award of a 
Medal of Honor or a Navy Cross.” 


Army War Bond Program 


Maj. Gen. H. K. Loughry, Chief of Fi- 
nance, designated by the Secretary of 
War to supervise the conduct of the War 
Department War Bond campaign, an- 
nounced this week that the Finance De- 
partment would begin to accept payroll 
allotment authorizations for the purchase 
of war bonds after midnight, 15 April. 

Meanwhile, officials in the War Bond 
Division reported this week that the fol- 
lowing have been designated as bond of- 
ficers to supervise the campaign in the 
various corps areas: Maj.

Maj. Gen. George Grunert, USA, offi 
cially assumed duties on 1 April as Sixth 
Corps Area commander, succeeding Maj.

“Hig genius, his labors, and his aggres- 
sive though unheralded actions cover and 
make possible the Army's heroic accomplish- 
ments from Bataan to Zamboanga in the 
Philippines, from Port Darwin to Ceylon, and 
from Iceland and northern Ireland to Pan- 
ama and to Dutch Guiana, 

“Every move of the Army calculated to 
bring ultimate victory in north Africa and 
throughout the Near East has been planned 
and approved by America’s foremost soldier. 

“I take this opportunity to appraise the 
real value of Gen, George C. Marshall, Chief 
of Staff of the United States Army, and to 
focus the attention of the people upon this 
quiet though brilliant and productive sol- 
dier. He himself shuns and evades publicity, 
because he in too modest and occupied with 
the greatest task which has ever been thrust 
upon a soldier serving in the same capacity. 

“Far removed from the spotlight of ac- 
tivity as he is, we are prone to overlook a 
man of the finest character, a soldier of great 
ability, a strategist of the highest order, 
and a man of action. 

“J am certain that the House of Repre- 
sentatives joins with me in applauding the 
brilliant and historic accomplishments of our 
Chief of Staff. I want to convey to him my 
personal congratulations on Army Day. 
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“Army Hour” on NBC 


The magic of radio brought to the 
American people on Sunday, 5 April, a 
message of praise for the men who com- 
pose America’s wartime Army and grim 
determination on the part of this Army’s 
leaders to carry the war to the enemy 
as swiftly and effectively as possible. 

Inaugurating the “Army Hour” radio 
program, broadcast each Sunday after- 
noon from 3:30 P. M. to 4:30 P. M., East- 
ern War Time, over the facilities of the 
National Broadcasting Co., Secretary of 
War Henry L. Stimson said, “Through- 
out the world, from the Arctic to the 
South Seas, from Asia, the Philippines 
and Australia to Iceland and the Indies, 
in North and South and Central America, 
American soldiers are already working, 
fighting and dying in the great struggle 
which is not to end until freedom and 
peace are made safe throughout the 
world.” 

Secretary Stimson spoke of the “glori- 
ous news of the fighting spirit of our 
men,” and said, “Our soldiers in the jun- 
gles of Bataan, our air men in the skies 
over Burma and the Past Indies, have al- 
ready written immortal pages in the his- 
tory of the American Army. With their 
spirit inspiring our’ people, we can and 
will win this war.” 

This message of victory was reiterated 
by Lt. Gen. Leslie J. McNair, command- 
ing general, Army Ground Forces, who in- 
troduced Lt, Gen. Hugh A. Drum, First 
Army; Lt. Gen. Ben Lear, Second Army ; 
It. Gen. Walter Krueger, Third Army; 
and Lt. Gen. John L. Dewitt, Fourth 
Army, each of whom likewise emphasized 
that America’s Army is ever preparing for 
that day when the battle will be carried 
to the enemy. 

“We appreciate that our enemies are ex- 
perienced and tough,” said General Mce- 
Nair. “We expect hard fighting and are 
training for just that. We have a late 
start, but will be in there with a fighting 
finish and a victorious peace.” He told 
the nation-wide radio audience that the 
Army was “thinking of our comrades 
overseas—pulling for them all the way, 
and impatient to join them.” 

From his headquarters in New York, 
General Drum, who commands the East- 
ern Theatre of Operations and the First 
Army, asserted : “The officers and enlisted 
men of the Eastern Defense Command 
and the First Army stand ready to ac- 
complish their primary mission, which is 
to organize the defenses along the Kast- 
ern Coast and to be prepared to defend 
our cities against attack. Meanwhile,” he 
continued, “we continue to organize and 
train combat forces looking toward early 
adoption of offensive action against our 

enemies, wherever they challenge the se- 
curity of the United Nations.” 

“There will be no faltering,” General 
Lear said. “I am reporting to you that 
we of the Second Army feel that we are 
getting places, are becoming tough and 
rugged, confident, self-reliant, self-disci- 
plined, unselfish, full of stamina.” He 
said that men of his command have 
“valor,” that they are the “flower of the 
youth and of the nation, and also the 
salt. You will even find plenty of pepper 
also on hand,” he assured. 

“The Third Army,” said General 
Krueger, “is shaping itself along the tra- 
ditional American military lines of initia- 
tive, aggressiveness and action. Every 
officer and enlisted man in this Army is 
imbued with that faith, courage and 
grim determination to win which has al- 
ways made the American soldier invin- 
cible.” He told General MeNair, “Our ob- 
jective will always be to have available, 
subject to your call a hard-hitting force 
prepared to carry the struggle to our 
enemies,” 

From General DeWitt, commanding 
Western Defense Command and Fourth 
Army, came a message, equally emphatic 
in the assertion that the American Army 
stands ready to execute its mission. “All 
ranks are imbued with the will to do and 
to excell in the accomplishment of any 
task whatever its nature,” said General 
DeWitt. “They, with their comrades of 
the Navy, are organized and ready for ac- 


tion. The Army, the Navy, the people and 
the industries on this coast are united in 
the great effort involved in national of- 
fensive action and are ready for what- 
ever task may be imposed to achieve 
early victory.”

These 
eraft carry depth charges, “Y-guns” and 
deck guns of 83-inch caliber or more. The 
Navy’s program calls for 200 110-footers, 
250 173-footers and 150 180-footers, Mr. 
Knox said. 

Rear Adm. Arthur J. Hepburn, Direc 
tor of Public Relations, termed the new- 
type craft “more unsinkable than destroy- 
ers” and said that they had Diesel engines 
rather than gasoline motors, which made 
the World War I ships not entirely satis- 
factory. 

“They are the answer to the submarine 
problem.” Admiral] Hepburn said. 

Secretary Knox said the question of 
putting Navy crews on merchant vessels 
is now under “very careful study.” 

“We've encountered some difficulty in 
manning merchant ships, especially on 
long and dangerous voyages. How it may 
be solved is not yet decided. We’re study- 
ing it carefully.” 

In disclosing that only one tanker was 
attacked by enemy submarines last week 
off the Atlantic Coast, Secretary Knox 
made it plain that he was speaking only 
of American home waters, from Maine to 
Florida, where at least 59 merchant ships 
have been sunk since the submarine at 
tacks began in mid-January. 

“We have had a very aggressive cam 
paign on to enhance the protection of 
merchantmen.”

GRAVE responsibility rests upon Chairman Andrew J. May and the members 
A of the House Committee on Military Affairs who are scheduled to begin con- 
sideration next Tuesday, 14 April, of the Interdepartmental Pay Bill. As passed by 
the Senate, the bill does a measure of justice to the enlisted ranks but leaves virtually 
untouched the matter of readjustment of the pay of commissioned grades. The House 
Committee, in its consideration of the measure, should go back to basic principles 
and take up the report of the Interdepartmenta] Pay Committee, in which representa- 
tives of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, Coast Guard, Coast and Geodetic Survey, and 
Public Health Service, drafted a comprehensive plan for a revision of the Joint Pay 
Act of 1922. In that study, made at the request of the Senate Military Committee 
Chairman, and subsequently approved by Secretaries Stimson and Knox, the five 
services agreed unanimously on the need for an upward revision of pay scales all 
along the line, running from the lowest private to major general. 
representatives made a sincere attempt to “smooth out” the schedules of pay by pro- 
viding an even flow of increases from grade to grade throughout the entire pay scale. 
The Senate upset this long range plan by omitting increases in the commissioned 
grades, except for a modest boost of $300 a year for the second lieutenants. A very 
small increase in subsistence allowances was granted, in view of the greatly increased 
cost of foods, and some relief given to brigadier generals not occupying government 
quarters, by removing the limitation on total pay and allowances, but on the whole

It is a tribute to the fine leadership and intrepidity of the 
troops and sailors and marines under General Douglas MacArthur, and later under 
Lieutenant General Jonathan M. Wainwright, that they withstood successive waves 
of fresh enemy troops not for three months, but for more than four months, 123 days 
to be exact. In laying down their arms, they have the consciousness of brave men who 
met their trial bravely, and are accepting imprisonment with the stoicism they dis- 
played on the fighting line. And America, proud of them, will continue to gird itself to 
recapture them, and for all time will enshrine them in its traditions of glorious and 
faithful service in action.

Chaplain Praises Cooperation 

Ch. H. A. Robinson, in charge of the 
recreational center in Hartford, Conn., 
for men stationed on anti-aircraft duty, 
has reported that during the month of 
March a total of 7,800 persons used the 
facilities of the center. 

In his report to Col. A. D. Fisken, com- 
manding officer, Chaplain Robinson ex- 
plained how individual citizens, the 
churches, and other agencies aided in 
establishing the Hartford center, and in 
supplying its needs. 
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War Prisoners in Japan 


“There is no complaint on subject of 
treatment ; discipline and cooperation are 
excellent.” Thus has an agent of the In- 
ternational Red Cross made known that 
the 366 United States prisoners of war, 
who were captured by the Japanese on 
Gilbert, Wake and Guam Islands and in- 
terned at Zentsuju, Island of Skikoku, 
are being well treated. The Red Cross 
report, made public late last week by Rep. 
White, of Idaho, reveals that the princi- 
pal need is for additional correspondence 
with families of prisoners. 

The report, turned over to Representa- 
tive White by the Navy Department, was 
released as follows: 

“Have visited camp for prisoners of war 
at Zentsuji 12 March, accompanied by aide 
from the information bureau of the Japanese 
Red Cross. Camp on large island of Shikoku 
in the north near inland sea on fertile plain 
between hills covered with pines; good cli- 
mate; no endemical diseases. 

“Market town of Zentsuji with 25,000 in- 
{ habitants nearby. Camp covers 6 acres, sur- 








rounded by barbed wire and a wooden fence. 
Two Army barracks two stories high, well 
ventilated, 12,000 cubic meters in all. Ca- 
pacity, 500; present number 374. One Eng- 
lishman from Shanghai, two Dutchmen, five 
Australians and rest Americans, of whom 
eight are from Gilbert Island, 20 from Wake 
and the rest from Guam. Forty-five officers, 
10 doctors, two druggists, one dentist. 


“Barracks recently divided into rooms of 
from one to 14 camp beds, each having five 
blankets, a pillow and mattress for officers. 
Heating by modern stoves. 

“Daily rations, 300 grams of bread, 300 
rice, 160 wheat plus potatoes, sweet potatoes, 
green vegetables, fish, eggs, etc. Total, 3,200 
calories. Meat, sugared food and in this sea- 
son, fruits are rather rare. Young and active 
prisoners are losing weight; old and idle 
prisoners gain weight. 

“Cooks chosen from prisoners work in 
separate kitchens, which are large and clean. 

“Tobacco ration is 10 cigarettes per one tos 
three days, according to rank. 

“Clothing sufficient for the moment but 120 
pairs of shoes requested as soon as possible. 
Daily laundering; good hygiene; large hot 
Japanese bath daily for workers and weekly 
for others. Latrines clean and isolated. 

“Infantry in barracks; military hospital 
nearby. Visits from Japanese doctors three 
times a week. Monthly inspection. Fifteen 





wounded in infirmary, of whom seven wound- 
ed by bombs and one had leg amputated 
above knee, All getting along well. No dead. 
American dentist wants to practice. We will 
procure instruments for him. 


“Prisoners wish books, 
sports and games, piano, typewriters. 
tecting power will take charge of that. 

“Religious services conducted by a minister 
who is also a prisoner. Two hundred prison- 
ers work voluntarily to clean nearby hill for 
potatoes, sweet potatoes, wheat. Satisfied 
with their work. Paid 60 to 90 yen a day ac- 
cording to rank. Necessary work in camp 
paid 15 to 35 yen a day. * * * Preparing to or- 
ganize paid work in town. Officers receive 
same pay as that of corresponding rank in 
the Japanese army. * * * 

“Principal need is that of corresponding 
with families. Letters not sent in view of 
lack of communications. At beginning of 
March officers authorized to send personal 
messages to their families in America by ra- 
dio, but remain without any answer. 

“Prisoners wish to receive financial assist- 
ance by cable from their families through 
the intermediary of the United States Navy 
Department or the Red Cross. Have already 
asked by radio for packages of preserves, 
meat, fruits, sweets, American tobacco. 

“No complaint on subject of treatment; 
discipline and co-operation are excellent.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—With keener concern for their-own situation, the nations yet neutral 
or pro-belligerent have been watching the developments of the war during the past 
week, The surrender of the American forces on Bataan, and the continued successes 
of the Japanese in Burma and the Bay of Bengal, and their threat to Ceylon and 
India, have made a grave impression. Likewise affecting the situation of the United 
Nations, from the point of view of the neutral states, is the blow Hitler is preparing 
to strike at Russia. Offsetting the tragedies which have occurred is the arrival of 
Mr. Harry Hopkins, the personal representative of the President, and General 
Marshall, Chief of Staff, in London, and gossip from that capital that plans are being 
prepared to establish a second front on the continent against the Axis Powers. 

By capture of Bataan, the Japanese have stamped out the most formidable re- 
sistance remaining in the territories bordering upon the China Sea. They have 
acquired the valuable resources of oil, tin, rubber and rice found in those territories, 
and are menacing the rich oil fields of Burma. They have been bombing the British 
naval base of Trincomalee on the island of Ceylon, and should it be captured they 
will dominate India, and be in a position to strike at the supply routes to India and 
via India to Chung King, to the Near East and through it to Russia, and to North 
Africa, Whether the main Japanese offensive will be directed into India and thence 
toward the west, or against Siberia from Manchukuo, remains to be disclosed. 

Arriving simultaneously at Kuibyshev, the temporary capital of Russia, were 
Admiral Standley, American Ambassador, and Japanese special envoy Sato. They 
will be the opponents in a diplomatic game of vital importance to the result of the 
war. The Admiral is charged with the duty of keeping Russia on the battle line. He 
is quoted as having said that the United States is determined to supply aid to Russia 
second only to the equipment of the American Navy, and, further, that by the end 
of April we should be up to schedule in the matter of furnishing planes, tanks and 
other munitions to the Red Armies. Sato has said nothing for publication. It is pre- 
sumed he will reenforce German efforts to induce Stalin to make peace with Ilitler, 
and in the background of his representations will be the threat that his government 
will order its strengthened divisions to march from Manchukuo into Siberia. In this 
connection, attention is called to the text of the Treaty of Alliance which Japan 
signed with the Axis Powers in September, 1940. That treaty explicitly binds the 
signatories “to stand by and cooperate with each other in regard to their efforts in 
greater Hast Asia and regions of Europe respectively.” True, Japan has a treaty of 
neutrality with Russia, but her phenomenal initial successes and Hitler’s need, may 
cause her to weaken the Red forces by attack in Siberia. Undoubtedly, this possibility 
is being considered by Messrs. Hopkins and Marshall and Prime Minister Churchill 
in the talks they are having in London. Sato may tell the Soviet Government that if 
the United States and Great Britain attempt to establish a second front in France, 
Italy or Norway, Tokyo will be required to act against it. 

The conversations respecting the full participation of India in the war, have been 
proceeding in New Delhi between Sir Stafford Cripps and Indian Leaders. Acting as 
mediator has been Mr. Louis Johnson, former Assistant Secretary of War, who is 
serving as the personal representative of the President. Further concessions made by 
the Churchill Ministry have kept the negotiations alive, and tending to that end 
also has been the Japanese threat of invasion. Acting Secretary of State Welles, 
for the effect it would have upon the Indian people, declared he did not believe they 
would be fooled by Japanese propaganda in view of the conduct of Nipponese troops 
in China. It is anticipated that eventually an agreement will be reached which will 
satisfy critical Indian leaders, and assure their support of the war effort of the 
United Nations. 

There were interesting developments in connection with France and her Empire 
during the week. The United States gave de facto recognition to the control by Gen- 
eral de Gaulle of French Equatorial Africa and the French Cameroons, an act which 
produced a strong protest from the Vichy Government. This was the answer to de 
Gaulle’s demand that the government he leads be regarded as the government of 
true France and of being treated as such by its co-belligerents. Simultaneously with 
our act, we announced an agreement under which we will resume shipment of 
supplies to French North Africa. A few days later came an offer from the Vichy 
Government for our purchase of the sugar supply of Reunion Island in the Indian 
Ocean. It was pointed out that our cargo ships returning from supply deliveries to 
India, the Near East, and Suez, could pick up the sugar and bring it to the United 
States. As the sugar would be available for all the United Nations, including Britain, 
this concession aroused sharp Axis criticism. Marshal Petain’s conduct of Vichy 
affairs has been further embarrassed by pressure applied by Berlin through Laval, 
his former associate. Laval wishes to reenter the Vichy Government and be in a posi- 
tion to succeed the Marshal, but the latter is said to have no desire for the connection 
since its purpose would be to promote the collaboration Hitler has been demanding. 














Corps of Engineers—An acute shortage of surveying instruments prompted the War 
Department this week to announce that the Corps of Engineers is prepared to rent, 
purchase or borrow these instruments from individuals or firms throughout the coun- 
try, who are not using them at present. Especially needed are transits, levels, and 
plane tables. The War Department requests that anyone having such instruments 
available is requested to write to Maj. R. L. Richardson, Construction Division, Office 
of the Chief of Engineers. 

The annual meeting of the Society of American Military Engineers will be held 
at the Army and Navy Club, Washington, D. C., on 11 May. The meeting, because of 
war conditions, will be confined to a business session which will follow a 12:30 P. M.

The Surgeon General has instructed that all requisitions for money allowance 
to be expended for the purchase of books must be submitted by 31 May. Corps are 
and Department surgeons as well as commanding oflicers of general hospitals hav 
been given quotas which they may spend for professional books. 

America’s active campaign against venereal diseases among civilian and military 
personnel alike took a giant step forward when Surgeon General Thomas Parra 
of the Public Health Service disclosed late last week that a five-day cure for gonor 
rhea has been perfected and proved in large-scale tests. 

Dr. Parran, whose announcement coincided with the appearance of an artide 
describing the five-day treatment in Venereal Disease Information, a medical journd 
published monthly by the Public Health Service, credits sulfathiazole as capable d 
curing at least 80 per cent of all gonorrheal infections. Of the remaining 20 per cent, 
Dr, Parran said, many may be cured by another course of treatment with the sam 
drug, or by other special methods. Originally developed in the Venereal Disease Re 
search Laboratory of the Public Health Service, the five-day cure has been confirma 
by tests on many thousands of patients. 


Ordnance Department—Stressing that a piece of Ordnance equipment—for instane, 
au tank or a gun, repaired and put back into action, is more valuable than one co 
ing off the production line, because it is at the front where needed immediately, t® 
War Department this week disclosed that 12 leading manufacturers of Ordnant 
materiel have inaugurated a system of training Ordnance soldiers in all phase 
assembly and repair of weapons they are producing. The soldiers who receive this 
instruction will then be able to return to troop units, where they can further «mq 
on the training of Ordnance personnel in the operation and repair of materiel.

Col. William A. Worton, USMO©, Assistant 
Commandant of the Schools, administered the oath of office to the new officers. 

The men were graduates of the February Candidates’ Class and will enter the 
Reserve Oflicers’ Class immediately for a 10-week period. Upon completion of the 
ROC they will go to duty in the field. 

Earlier in the week General Harrington addressed a graduating class of 300 mem 
bers of the Seventh Reserve Officers’ Class. Graduates of this class have already 
been assigned to duty with troops or are continuing their schooling at Quantico. 

Cpl. Watson G. Evans, USMC, of Macon, Ga., has been commended by Lt. Gen. 
Thomas Holcomb, Commandant of the Marine Corps, for the rescue of a civilian 
from drowning in the harbor of the Naval Operating Base at Argentia, Newfound 
land. Corporal Evans, a non-commissioned oflicer of the Provost Guard on 22 Jan., 
1942, was summoned to take in custody an American mechanic who was highly excited 
and evidently mentally deranged. Evans place the man in the guard truck and as 
the vehicle passed the dock area the worker jumped out and plunged into the icy 
waters of the harbor. Corporal Evans entered the waters of the bay that were 
whipped by a 24-knot wind and chilled by a 29-degree temperature and rescued the 
worker and took him to a hospital. 

Sgt. Maj. Howard D. Hudson, USMC, was recently sworn in as a Marine Gunner 
in the office of Lt. Col. Harold H. Utley, Commanding Officer of Marine Barracks, 
Naval Operating Base, Newport, R. I. Sgt. Maj. Hudson was born in Portsmouth, 
Ohio, on 12 March, 1901, and enlisted in the Marine ¢ ‘orps at the age of 17. He served 
with the Marine forces in Haiti during 1919 and 1920 and participated in operations 
against bandits in the central part of the island. During his more than 20 years with 
the Marines, Sgt. Maj. Hudson has also served in Cuba and China, on several war 
ships, and in many recruiting stations throughout the country. His wife, Ethel P. 
Hudson, resides in Elizabeth City, N. C. 


Bureau of Aeronautics—The first experimental plastic-plywood training plane 
ordered by the Navy has been delivered and is about to be subjected to performance 
tests at the Anacostia Naval Air Station, Anacostia, D. ©. The new trainer is a 
low-winged monoplane constructed for the Navy by the Timm Aircraft Corp. of 
Los Angeles. The two-seater monoplane is made of 90 per cent wood and plastic glue 
and 10 per cent metal. 

Advocates of the plastic-plywood aircraft say that the construction of airplanes 
requiring 10 per cent or less metal would alleviate shortages of vital metals such 
“8 aluminum and magnesium and others. Furthermore, carpenters, cabinet makers 
and other types of woodworkers may be employed in the construction of such planes, 
thus providing an additional source of skilled abor for airplane production. It is 
also contended that plastic-plywood construction is much stronger than steel. It is 
& contention that plastic glue, which impregnates the wood, prevents warping and 
buckling and that the new type of construction reduces air “drag” by eliminating 
riveting and overlapping of plates. 

Advocates also maintain that a plywood surface is highly resistant to oil, 
Water and fire and that bullet holes are clean instead of “flowering,” enabling re- 
Paits to be made more quickly and efficiently than with metal planes. While Ameri- 
“at airplane manufacturers switched from wood to metal construction in 1930 the 
in type of construction has continued in Europe, notably in Britain, Russia and

be one of the several new types put into mass production to provide trainers for 
naval air cadets. The first type of this 'Timm airplane which the Navy has received 
is known as the “Aeromold.” 

Capt. Davis C. Hanrahan, USN-Ret., has been ordered to duty as the command- 
ing officer of the new pre-flight training school to be established at the State Univer- 
sity of Iowa, Iowa City, Iowa, the Navy Department announced this week. Scheduled 
to be commissioned formally on 15 April, the University of Iowa School will be the 
first of four university training centers to be put into operation under the Navy's 
new aviation training program. Under the present set-up, the school which Captain 
Hanrahan will command will be the center for the Middle West, with the University 
of North Carolina, the University of Georgia, and St. Mary’s College will cover, 
respectively, the eastern, southern and far western areas of the United States, 


Army Air Forces—Without publicity, the Army has taken over designs for the 
Grumann Skyrocket, a speedy twin-motored fighting plane originally developed for 
the Navy. The prototype, which was lost in Long Island 
Sound, was not acceptable to the Navy, but the Army bas 
recently had the Skyrocket built incorporating some new 
features and is now putting them through exhaustive tests. 
The new version has a tricycle landing gear and 1,200 horse- 
power Wright, aircooled motors. If accepted, the ship will 
give the Army two twin-motored fighters. The Lockheed P-38 
(Lightning) is already in production. 
The War Department has awarded the Distinguished Fly- 
EM ing Cross to Lt. Col, Eugene L. Eubank, AC, “for extraordi- 
nary achievement while participating in an aerial flight” in 
the Pacific in 1941. The citation states that “Lieutenant Colonel Eubank accomplished 
this perilous flight in minimum time, displaying superior knowledge of the numerous 
technical details involved.” 

Brig. Gen. Robert Olds has relinquished command of the Army Air Forces Ferry- 
ing Command in anticipation of his transfer to another assignment, and Col. Harold 
L. George, AC, formerly with the War Plans Division of the Air Staff, has assumed 
command of the Ferrying Command. 

During the 10 months of its existence under General Olds, the Ferrying Com- 
mand has expanded until it is reported to be conducting operations on a larger scale 
than the civil air lines in this country. To Colonel George remains the job of handling 
the increase necessary to carry out the goal announced by the President of 60,000 
planes this year and 125,000 planes in 1943. 

Created in June 1941, by direction of the President to speed the delivery of air- 
craft to the British under the Lend Lease Act, the Ferrying Command's scope has 
been extended to include deliveries to the Netherlands East Indies, the Union of 
Soviet Socialist Republics, China, and other beneficiaries of the Lend-Lease Act. 
Since the entry of the United States into the war, this training has been of great bene- 
fit to the Ferrying Command’s operations, which have been extended to include the 
delivery of military airplanes to U. 8. Army Air Forces units wherever they may be 
serving. 

In relinquishing command of the Ferrying Command, General Olds issued the 
following commendation : 

“At this time, it is my desire to express to all officers, enlisted personnel and 
civilian employees of the Air Force Ferrying Command my sincere gratitude and 
admiration for the manner in which all tasks have been performed by each member 
of this command during the initial stages of organization and during the unprece- 
dented expansion period following closely thereon. I feel confident that you will 
accord the same high standards of service and loyalty to my successor, who has been 
very closely associated with me in many other activities in the past and in whom I 
have every confidence, based on years of close association in many difficult assign- 
ments in which we have had joint responsibilities.” 

The Civil Air Patrol of the Office of Civilian Defense has released regular Army 
pilots for more important duties by establishing a courier service along the Past 
Coast, it was reported this week to Mr. James M, Landis, Director of the Office of 
Civilian Defense, by Mr. Earle L. Johnson, national commander of the CAP. During 
the first 20 days of operations, five CAP planes of the Pennsylvania Wing of CAP 
flew 2,277,000 pound-miles of cargo from Maine to Florida in 270 hours of flying 
time, in an experiment to test the value of this service. The cargo included Army 
equipment and supplies urgently needed at an Army Air Base. 

Col. Arthur W. Brock, jr., commanding officer of Keesler Field, Miss., and com- 
mandant of the Air Corps Technical School at Keesler Field since last summer, will 
leave soon for a new post, it was learned this week. His duties at Keesler Field will 
be taken by Col. Robert I. M. Goelrick. Col. Leo F. Post, Keesler Field Executive 
Officer will leave the field at about the same time as Colonel Brock to assume a new 
position as Commandant of the Salt Lake City, Utah, Technical School. 

Seventeen World War fliers, who among them shot down 108 planes and 7 balloons 
over foreign fields, are now on active duty with the Army Air Force, the War Depart- 
ment announced this week. Many of the veterans are affiliated with headquarters 
commands of the Army Air Forces, while others are on duty in the field. The 17 are 
among 72 who brought down at least five planes each during the World War. Since 
most of them are under secret or special orders, individual assignments cannot be dis- 
closed except in certain cases. The officers and their World War combat records are 
as follows:

Among these are: Col. Clayton L, Bissell, who shot down 5 planes as a cap- 
tain in the 148th Aero Squadron, now a member of the War Department General 
Staff; Colonel G. DeFreest Larner, with 7 planes to his credit, on special duty as a 
military attache. 

Edward V. Rickenbacker, most brilliant air fighter of all American World War 
pilots, who personally destroyed 25 German aircraft in combat, has been unable to 
assume active duty because injuries received in a plane crash some time ago prevent 
him from passing the Army physical examination. As a civilian, however, he has 
been touring Air Force training camps with Colonel Hunter, giving America’s future 
pilots, bombardiers, navigators, and gunners training in the psychology of aerial battle. 


Armored Forece—The initial class of 25 commissioned and enlisted instructors 
in the Armored Force School Tank Department have enrolled in a special class of 
motor mechanics at Flint, Mich. The course which began on 23 March covers the new 
Cadillac motors developed for tanks. Classes are held at the General Motors Institute. 

The course in motor mechanics was authorized by Maj. Gen. Jacob L. Devers, 
Chief of the Armored Force, and by Lt. Gen. Lesley J. McNair, Commanding General 
Army Ground Forces. The course was arranged by officers at Ft. Knox and Maj. 
Albert Sobey, Director of the General Motors Institute, who recently made a visit 
to Ft. Knox to complete arrangements with Brig. Gen. 8. G. Henry, Commandant of 
the Armored Force School. 

Although it is not yet known how long each course at Flint will last, it is planned 
to send additional class of 25 men each to the Institute at regular intervals. Among 
those taking the present course at Flint are: Capt. Elston 8. Sponenburgh, tank engine 
test division; Capt. James N, Wall, Chassis Division; Lt. David McSparron, mainte- 
nance division. The remaining 22 are enlisted men from the various divisions of the 
tank department of the Ft.

The War Department has announced that after the 600 permanent appointments 
are made, and after the current class at the Army Music School graduates, no more 
permanent commissions as warrant officer (jg) will be given for the duration of the 
war, either to line warrant officers or to bandleaders. Obvious reasons for this move 
exist. The Army is due for an unpredicted additional expansion and warrant officers 
beyond the numbers now authorized will be needed, but it will not be the policy to 
make appointments in such numbers that the peacetime Army to come will be unable 
to absorb them. 

As stated last week, the next examination for warrant officers is now not ex- 
pected to be held until all appointments as a result of the first examination have been 
made. The second examination will be decentralized to the field. All tests will be 
given locally, and local boards will appoint warrant officers in such numbers as are 
needed to fill their table of organization allotments. All of these appointments will 
be temporary.

U. S. Official War Communique 
War Department, No. 173, 2 April 

1. The Philippine Theater: Two heavy at- 
tacks were made by the enemy last night 
and this morning in Bataan. The first as- 
sault was made near the center of our posi- 
tions. The enemy advanced beyond the out- 
post line, from which our troops had been 
withdrawn. Our artillery laid down a heavy 
fire on the advanced elements of the Japa- 
nese infantry, after which our forces 
counter-attacked and regained position of 
the outposts. 

The second attack was begun at about 10 
o'clock this morning. Enemy assault troops, 
supported by a heavy concentration of artil- 
lery fire, advanced against the left center 
of the line held by General Wainwright's 
American and Philippine troops. Savage 
fighting ensued and the enemy succeeded in 
penetrating our main line. In a fierce counter- 
attack, our forces closed the line, pocketing 
a considerable number of Japanese units. 
These hostile troops are now being mopped 
up. 

Although the fighting is still in progress, 
our main line of resistance has been restored 
and the enemy advance halted. Japanese 
losses are believed to have been heavy, while 
our casualties were small. During today’s 
fighting, hostile planes attacked our front 
lines and rear areas in Bataan, 

Several hostile air raids were made today 
on Corregidor, resulting in little damage. 
Our anti-aircraft artillery shot down three 
heavy Japanese bombers. A fourth enemy 
bomber, which apparently had not been hit, 
blew up in mid-air and fell into Manila Bay. 

Artillery duels between the guns of our 
forts and those of Japanese batteries on the 
south shore of Manila Bay were frequent dur- 
ing the day. 


Navy Department, No. 65, 3 April 

Southwest Pacific: 1. The United States air- 
craft-tender Langley, the Naval tanker Pecos 
and the destroyer Peary were sunk by the 
enemy in the vicinity of Northern Australia 
and in waters south of Java in late February 
and early March. 

2. A number of survivors from these ships 
were rescued and reached ports safely. The 
next of kin of all personnel lost in the Pecos 
have been notified. The next of kin of those 
lost in the Langley and Peary either already 
have been notified or will be notified as soon 
as information is available. 

3. Official reports from Tokyo claimed the 
sinking of the Langley at least three times 
during the first month of the war, during 
which period the Langley was not damaged. 
She was sunk after a prolonged attack by the 
enemy south of Java in late February. Ex- 
cept for about a dozen men, all Langley per- 
sonnel survived the attack and were trans- 
ferred to the Pecos which was itself sunk a 
few days later. 

4. The Pecos, a small tanker, employed in 
supplying fuel to units of our fleet in the Far 
East, was sunk in early March, 

5. The Peary, a World War destroyer which 
received minor damage in the Japanese bomb- 
ing attacks on Cavite immediately after the 
outbreak of the war, was sunk in the harbor 
at Darwin about February nineteenth. The 
Peary had participated in many of the offen- 
sive actions of our destroyers in the Far East. 
Observers who witnessed the last engagement 
of the Peary described the conduct of her 
crew as beyond all praise. Gun crews re- 
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mained at their battle stations continuing 
the fire until they were forced by rising 
water to leave their stations. No officer @ 
man left the ship until it sank under bin, 
A number of survivors were later rescued

Relief of Disbursing Officers 

Permanent relief of all disbursing of- 
ficers of the executive branch of the Gov- 
ernment will be granted if a bill, S. 508, 
reported this week by the Senate Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee becomes law. 

The bill, introduced by the late Senator 


Sheppard, was sponsored by the National 
| Guard Association and was designed to 


relieve only U. 8. Property and Disburs- 
ing Officers. 

At the suggestion of the General Ac- 
counting Office and the War Department, 
the committee has amended the bill to 
include all disbursing officers by prescrib- 
ing a period of three years, after which 
accounts could not be reopened except un- 
der certain circumstances. 

In recommending the bill with amend- 


ments, Under Secretary of War Robert | 


P. Patterson declared, “No reason is per- 
ceived by the War Department why a pe- 
riod of limitation beyond which closed 
accounts may not be reopened and addi- 
tional debts charged against disbursing 
officers of the executive branch of the 
Government should not be made opera- 


tive with respect to disbursing officers, | 


with some self-evident exceptions here- 
after discussed. The statute books are 
replete with provisions of law placing 
limitations as the time beyond which a 
given course of action, otherwise author- 
ized, may not be taken. These statutes 
of repose ... have for their beneficial 
purpose the protection of the individual 
and the Government against the necessity 
of forever preserving evidence to defend 
against claims and demands.” 

The bill as reported provides that cer- 
tificates of settlements of accounts shall 
he issued by the General Accounting Of- 
fice to disbursing officers within a period 
of not to exceed three years from the date 
of expiration of the quarter to which such 
certificate of settlement pertains, such 
certificate of settlement to be final and 
conclusive for such quarter, no further 
charges or debts to be raised after its 
issuance, unless fraud or criminal action 
on the part of the disburser is later re- 
vealed. 

The bill further provides that all un- 
settled, suspended or disallowed items 





heretofore raised at a date subsequent 
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to the date of expiration of the quarterly 
accounts to which they pertain shall be 
passed for credit by the General Account- 
ing Office. 





Commended for Rescue 

Lt. Gen. Thomas Holcomb, Command- 
ant of the Marine Corps, has commended 
Corporal Carl T. Hickman, USMC, for his 
heroism in rescuing Capt. Randolph C, 
Berkeley, jr.. USMC, when their plane 
crashed during a take-off from an island 
in the Midway group on 18 Dec., 1941. 

Captain Berkeley, the son of Brig. Gen. 
R. C. Berkeley, USMC-Ret., was ap- 
pointed a second lieutenant in the Marine 
Corps upon his graduation from the 
Naval Academy in 1938. 
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Action at Macassar Straits 


Commander Paul H. Talbot, back in 
Washington from his tour of duty with 
the Asiatic Fleet where he commanded 
Destroyer Division 59, late last week dra- 
matically described the manner in which 
a division of four American World War- 
type destroyers under his command, in 
“follow the jeader” style raced back and 
forth through a huge Japanese convoy in 
Macassar Straits blasting enemy ships 
with torpedoes and shell-fire. 

Commander Talbot related in detail the 
surprise attack, but said that because of 
darkness and the speed of the raid he 
was unable to determine how many 
enemy ships were blasted or sunk. The 
action occurred on the night of 23-24 Jan. 
in a pre-dawn attack which caught the 
enemy completely by surprise and prac- 
tically paralyzed the Jap gunners because 
they failed to open fire on the American 
warships for an hour after the action 
began. 

Commander Talbot’s account of the 
surprise attack, as related at a press con- 
ference last Friday is as follows: 

“I was cruising with four destroyers 
south of the Costillion Islands in the 
Flores Sea awaiting information on the 
probability of enemy activity in Macassar 
Straits. The Japanese were in possession 
of North Borneo on the west side of Ma- 
cassar. Straits, and Menando and Kan- 
dari in the Celebes Islands. 

“On the morning of 23 Jan. I received 
orders from the Commander-in-Chief 
(Admiral Thomas C. Hart) to be in the 
vicinity of Cape Mandar by 8 p.m. that 
night prepared for a night torpedo at- 
tack on the enemy—probably in the vi- 
cinity of Balik Papan, 180 miles from 
Cape Mandar to the northwest. 

“We started north at 25 knots in a 
heavy monsoon and very rough weather. 
We took a beating all the way and every- 
one in exposed positions were drenched 
to the skin. After entering Macassar 
Straits about 3 p.m. the sea and wind had 
reduced in strength. We spent the rest 
of the afternoon preparing for the engage- 
ment. Since the enemy were known to 





have air patrols in the Macassar Straits 
we felt sure we would be discovered some- 
time in the afternoon and an attack was 
expected. To deceive enemy planes we 
went into Mandor Bay before dark. 

“When darkness came we started for 
Cape Mandar and arrived at approxi- 
mately 8 p.m. During the afternoon I re- 
ceived information that the Dutch had 
bombed a large convoy consisting of 
many transports, supply ships, troop 
ships, and escorted by 12 destroyers. This 
engagement occurred about 50 miles 
northeast of Balik Papan. 

“From the course mentioned by the 
Dutch, we believed the Japanese convoy 
was heading for Balik Papan. At 8 p.m. 
the Commander-in-Chief directed me to 
proceed with the attack and the course 
was laid for Balik Papan about 180 miles 
away. We raised our speed to 27 knots. 

“My plan was to evade the enemy es- 
corts and launch a torpedo attack on the 
convoy—without discovery prior to the 
torpedo fire. About 11:30 p.m. we saw 
flares dead ahead over the horizon which 
we thought at first were Jap searchlights 
or Jap star-shells, but which were later 
found to be explosions aboard a ship 
which the Dutch had bombed the after- 
noon before. She was drifting down the 
Straits on the current and was ablaze. 

“About 1 a.m. we sighted two more 
flares dead ahead from fires ashore at 
Balik Papan where the Dutch were burn- 
ing their oil. At about 2:45 a.m. we were 
nearing Balik Papan. The night was 
dark; there was no moon; and smoke 
from the shore fires greatly reduced vis- 
ibility. Suddenly a division of four Jap 
destroyers came up dead ahead crossing 
from starboard to port about 1,000 yards 
away—murderous range. We altered 
course to pass astern of the division. The 
Japs did not open fire. We passed them 
very quickly which was very fortunate 
for us. 

“A few moments afterwards found us 
in the Jap convoy with ships to the right 
and left of us. Torpedo fire was opened. 
It was extremely difficult to identify the 
targets due to the visibility.

“A few minutes after torpedo fire was

“After torpedo fire I ordered three of

| We (meaning the flagship) continued our 
torpedo attack for a few minutes and 
then opened fire with our guns. As soon 
as we opened up with our gunfire the 
Japanese were aware of what was going 
on and our fire was returned. Our firing 
was at from 300 to 500 yards, point blank 
| range, and we couldn’t miss. I didn’t see 
any that we fired miss. You could see the 
shell go clear into the sides of the ships. 

“By that time it was about 4 a.m. and 
the eastern sky was getting grey, and if 
we were going to get out it was necessary 
to retire, so we headed south at high 
speed—but if the Japanese destroyers did 
chase us they never caught up with us. 
No enemy planes were sighted either. One 
of our ships was hit once and four men 
were wounded.” 

Commander Talbot estimated the Japa- 
nese had a force of 12 destroyers, a ratio 
of three to one. Other ships of the convoy, 
the transports and troopships were armed 
also, he said. The convoy was estimated 
to include between 30 and 40 ships in ad- 
dition to the escorting destroyers. 

Commander Talbot declared : “That en- 
gagement did a tremendous amount of 
good so far as morale was concerned. 
They came out of it ‘Cocks of the Walk.’ ” 

Commander Talbot said that after day- 
light he signalled “well done” to his other 
ships with semaphore flags. His was the 
only surface action against that partic- 
ular convoy, Commander Talbot added. 





Retired Service Personnel 

Retired officers of the Regular Army 
or Navy, with few exceptions, are ex- 
cluded from the requirements of Selec- 
tive Service registration and consequently 
will not be required to enroll on 27 April 
when other men from 45 to 65 years of 
age must register. 

The ruling does not apply to officers 
“wholly retired” whose names do not ap- 
pear on the Registers of the Army or the 
Navy, or to persons whose names are 
listed on the Emergency Officers’ Retired 
lists. 

Similarly, retired enlisted men are not 
required to register. 

With the exception of wholly retired 
officers and persons whose names are on 
the Emergency Officers’ Retired lists, re- 
tired officers and enlisted men are sub- 
ject to recail for active duty by the armed 
forces, consequently are considered part 
of those forces and as such are not re- 
quired to register. 


Adm. Stark Predicts Long War 

Admiral Harold R. Stark, former Chief 
of Naval Operations, predicted this week 
that America is faced with: “A long hard 
war, physically, mentally, morally and 
every other way before victory is ours.” 

Expressing complete confidence in the 
eventual triumph of the United States, 
Admiral Stark, who will leave shortly to 
assume command of American naval 
forces in European waters, asserted :

The vessel wag 
kept afloat, according to naval experts 
by modern constructional features, jp 
contrast with the old destroyer Reubep 
James, which sank a few weeks earlier 
as a result of an almost identical attack 


Relative to the primary salvage, Seere 
tary Knox’s letter to Commander Dunea 
states in part: “It is realized that the 
task was performed under the most try. 
ing conditions of weather that consider. 
able ingenuity was displayed in the ac 
complishment. An excellent job—well 
done.” 

Admiral King’s letter to Captain Fiske 
noted that: “temporary repairs were 
rapidly accomplished in open, nortorious- 
ly rough harbor in icy water at a latitude 
and season where the available hours of 
daylight must have been very few and 
when the dangers and difficulties of 
working within an improvised caisson 
under such conditions were great, the 
successful accomplishment of this feat 
of repairs merits the sincere admiration 
of all, and is an inspiration to those in 
the Naval service ashore who are build 
ing and repairing units of the fleet.” 


The Kearny was torpedoed by a Ger 
man submarine soon after dropping 
depth charges in defense of merchant 
men in a second convoy which had sent 
out distress signals 350 miles southwest 
of Iceland. At least three torpedoes were 
fired simultaneously at the American de 
stroyer and the central one hit the 
Kearny on the starboard side in the for- 
ward boiler room. It was in this com 
partment that eleven men of the 
Kearny’s crew were killed. 


In an announcement on 29 Oct. the 
Navy Department disclosed that the 
Kearny had been forced out of action by 
the explosion of the torpedo and that her

prevented the ship from sinking.” The 
Kearny was escorted to port by other de 
stroyers of the fleet. It was not revealed 
however, until this week that temporarily 
repairs have been made to her at a north 
ern port.

Rear Adm. Bradley A. Fiske, USN-Ret., 
an inventor of naval devices and an au- 
thor of books on naval affairs, died on 8 
April at the Waldorf-Astoria, New York. 
Admiral Fiske was 87 years old. For a 
year he had not left the hotel and for two 
months had been confined to his room, 

Admiral Fiske, a Naval Academy grad- 
uate, fought under Admiral Dewey at 
Manila Bay. He is the inventor of the 
stadimeter and is probably best known 
for his invention of a device for launching 
torpedoes from planes, which has been 
adopted by virtually every country in the 
world. 

In 1913 Admiral Fiske became Aide for 


Operations, then the most important 
shore billet in the Navy, a post which 
was surplanted by the present one of 


Chief of Naval Operations. He was retired 
for age in 1916. 

Admiral Fiske is survived by a daugh- 
ter, Miss Caroline Harper Fiske, of New 
York, and a sister living in Cleveland.

Gratifying evidence is being furnished 
by the National Administration that the 
Nation is being transformed into the Ar- 
senal of Democracy the President pro- 
posed, By order of the War Production 
Board, the major laundry equipment fac- 
tories must cease making washing ma- 
chines and ironers, no more radios and 
phonographs can be produced, and refrig- 
erator and vacuum cleaner industries 
will shut down. Other prohibitions apply 
to toys made of metal or scarce plastics, 
to fluorescent lamp fixtures, and the use 
of metal in 100 household articles has 
been limited. The industries engaged in 
turning out these products will devote 
their energies to munitions. According 
to the durable goods Index of the Federal 
Reserve Board, the advance has been 
from 199 last August to 231 in February, 
this despite the cessation of the manu- 
facture of automobiles. Great progress has 
been made in the conversion of small 
business. The War and Navy Depart- 
ments and the Maritime Commission are 
guaranteeing loans for war contractors 
and subcontractors, and the Senate has 
passed the Murray bill appropriating 
$100,000,000 WPB loans for such concerns. 


Perhaps the best picture of our prog- 
ress was made in a speech by Chairman 
Nelson of the WPB on the eve of Army 
Day. Mr. Nelson chose a number of ex- 
amples “to show that the Army has to 
its credit records of accomplishment on 
the home front as well as in the field.” 
As to the factuality of his statements, the 
Army in the field is in a position to judge. 
He declared that there is today a Garand 
rifle for every one of our combat soldiers, 
who is supposed to have one; that Frank- 
ford Arsenal is turning out more car- 
tridges each month than it made in all of 
1918, and that two other huge small arms 
ammunition plants are also in operation 
with more on the way; that in the mat- 
ter of airplanes in January we met our 
schedules, making 23 per cent more planes 
than in December, exceeded our schedules 
in February, and in March again met the 
schedules, with increases in line with the 
President’s objective; and that we are 
meeting the heavier demands for four 
engine bombers. He spoke of the fine per- 
formance of our planes in action, citing 
particularly those in the Dutch East In- 
dies, in the Near East and New Guinea. 
He further asserted that we are ahead of 
schedule on tank production, antiaircraft 
and antitank guns, and predicted that we 
would meet this year’s schedule on Mer- 
chant shipping. Concerning the produc- 
tion of airplanes Speaker Rayburn states 
that our factories have reached the rate 
of 3,300 a month. 

While industry is being transformed, 
negotiations are continuing between the 
President and Organized Labor with a 
view to promoting voluntary agreements 
designed to prevent strikes, lengthen 
hours of work and put an end to overtime 
and double pay. In the meantime, Con- 
gress is in recess but threatens, if the 
negotiations be not successful—Labor is 
making more and more concessions—to 
enact drastic laws and deprive Labor of 
its gains, Labor fully understands that 
the people and the Government are at last 
in earnest—the WPB order forbidding 
all nonessential war construction is ac- 
cepted as further evidence of the fact. 


Because of the need of copper, silver 
purchased and hoarded by the Govern- 
ment, is to be made available for the pro- 
duction of its copper content, and as a 
substitute for metals that have become 
precious as a result of the war. This plan 
is resented by the Senators and repre- 
sentatives of the silver-producing States, 
who are insisting that silver should. be 
regarded as a basic money and, there- 
fore, should not be “debased.” However, 
the needs of the Government are so great 
that their protests will be disregarded.

Official War Communiques

War Department, No. 176, 5 April 

1. Philippine Theater: Furious fighting 
raged along the right center of our line in 
Bataan all through 4 April. The enemy 
launched a heavy infantry assault supported 
by an intense artillery concentration. Large 
numbers of shock troops were massed oppo- 
site our positions and succeeded in making 
some small gains. Heavy casualties are be- 
lieved to have been inflicted on the enemy. 

A landing by hostile troops was attempted 
during the night on the eastern shore of 
ataan, A considerable number of Japanese 
barges, mounting 75mm guns and carrying 
troops, approached the coast. Guns on the 
barges shelled our beach defenses, but our 
artillery succeeded in sinking several barges 
and turning back the others. No landing was 
effected. Enemy losses were probably heavy. 

During the past twenty-four hours Cor- 
regidor was free from air attacks for the 
first time since 24 March, 

The guns of our harbor defenses exchanged 
fire with enemy batteries on the south shore 
of Manila Bay, 

War Department, No. 177, 6 April 

1. Philippine Theater: The enemy on 5 
April renewed the attack on the right center 
of our line in Bataan. Through the assault 
was made with great force, supported by 
tanks, artillery and dive bombers, it was 
stopped by our troops after hard fighting. 
The enemy was unable to extend the slight 
gains made on the previous day. Japanese 
losses were heavy. One enemy dive bomber 
was shot down by our anti-aircraft artillery. 

Another attempt to land hostile troops on 
the east coast of Bataan under cover of dark- 
ness last night was frustrated by light artil- 
lery fire from our beach defenses. 

Corregidor was again free from hostile air 
raids, but two enemy dive bombers attacked 
Fort Frank yesterday morning and Fort 
Drum yesterday afternoon with light bombs. 
No damage and no casualties resulted. 

2. India: A delayed message confirms pre- 
vious press dispatches reporting a success- 
ful raid by American Army air units on 
Japanese shipping at the Andaman Islands 
in the Bay of Bengal on 2 April. The attack- 
ing planes were heavy bombers of the Fly- 
ing Fortress type. The attack was led by 
Major General Lewis H. Brereton, United 
States Army. Direct hits were scored on a 
Japanese cruiser and a transport. Both ships 
were left in flames and heavy explosions 
were observed. Three American planes were 
slightly damaged by anti-aircraft fire and 
by enemy fighter planes, but all returned to 
their base. 

Navy Department, No. 67, 6 April 

Far East: A US Submarine has reported 
the sinking of an enemy freighter in Japa- 
nese waters while on extended patrol in that 
area, 

Southwest Pacific Area: A US Submarine 
has reported that it sank two heavily-laden 
Japanese tankers in waters near the Caroline 
Islands while on extended patrol in that area. 
The submarine was fired upon by one of the 
tankers but escaped without damage. 

These sinkings have not been reported in 
any previous Navy Department Communique. 
War Department, No. 178, 6 April 
Philippine Theatre: Savage fighting is in 
progress in Bataan today where General 
Wainwright's troops are resisting stubborn- 
ly the repeated attacks of Japanese assault 
troops, During the day the enemy made some 
gains, but at a heavy cost in casualties, The 
attacks were supported by artillery and dive 
bombers, One enemy plane was shot down by 

our fire. 

On the east coast hostile artillery, firing 
from barges, harrassed our beach defenses. 
Most of the shells were short of the targets. 

There was no air attack on Corregidor to- 
day. 

War Department, No. 179, 7 April 

Philippine Theatre: The enemy continued 
heavy attacks on the center of our line in 
Hataan all day 6 April, with some success. 
Casualties were heavy on both sides. 

Aerial bombing of our rear areas and the 
south coast of Bataan was particularly severe. 
An enemy amphibian plane was destroyed on 
the water in Manila Bay by the horizontal 
fire of one of our anti-aircraft batteries. 

Enemy artillery from the Cavite shore 
shelled Corregidor and Fort Hughes for two 
hours on the afternoon of 6 April. No damage 
and no casualties were sustained. The guns 
of our forts laid down a counter-battery fire 
on enemy mainland artillery emplacements. 

Australia: Dr. Hubertus Van Mook, acting 
head of the Government of the Netherlands 
Indies, conferred at length today with Gen- 
eral MacArthur. They discussed the consider- 
able part that the Netherlands forces are ex- 
pected to play as the war progresses in the 
southwestern Pacific. Dr. Van Mook informed 
General MacArthur that resistance to the 
Japanese invasion continues in Java. Two 
Netherlands Indies forces of considerable 
size, one under General Schilling and the 





other under General Pressman are fighting 
fiercely in the interior jungles and mountains 
of Java. They are well supplied with food 
and munitions and are engaging a consider- 
able force of the enemy. 

War Department, No. 180, 7 April 

Philippine Theatre: Superior enemy forces, 
supported by tanks and artillery, continue to 
attack the center of our line in Bataan. The 
Japanese have thrown fresh reserves into the 
fighting and have made some additional prog- 
ress. Heavy losses have been sustained by 
our forces and by the enemy. 

Japanese dive bombers are assisting in the 
attack, dropping bombs and machine gunning 
our front-line soldiers. 

The enemy again bombed one of our field 
hospitals, inflicting heavy casualties among 
wounded soldiers undergoing treatment. The 
attack was carried out this morning by three 
flights of heavy bombers. This same hospital 
was bombed only a few days ago, after which 
the Japanese high command broadcast an 
apology. Today’s attack on this plainly- 
marked hospital, following so closely the first 
attack, tends to prove that both raids were 
intentional. 

There was no air attack on Corregidor to- 
day, but all of our harbor defenses were 
shelled intermittently by artillery located in 
Cavite province. 

There ig nothing to report from other areas. 

Navy Department, No. 68, 7 April 

China Sea: Information has just been re- 
ceived that a US submarine while on an ex- 
tended patrol in the China Sea has sunk two 
Japanese merchant vessels. 

One of these ships was a combination pas- 
senger and cargo vessel of approximately ten 
thousand tons. The second was a cargo ship 
of about five thousand tons, 

These sinkings have not been reported in 
any previous Navy Department Communique. 


War Department, No. 181, 8 April 

Philippine Theatre: In order to rectify the 
line in Bataan which has been penetrated by 
the Japanese, our troops withdrew during the 
night of 7 April to a previously prepared 
defensive position. 

India: Confirming previous press dispatches, 
Major General Lewis H. Brereton reports in 
a delayed message that seven American Army 
heavy bombers of the Flying Fortress type 
carried out a successful air raid on the har- 
bor of Rangoon on 3 April. Several tons of 
bombs were dropped, damaging docks and 
port facilities. Three large fires were started. 
Light anti-aircraft fire from Japanese bat- 
teries was encountered but none of our planes 
was hit. 

War Department, No. 182, 8 April 

Philippine Theater: Fresh Japanese troops 
are continuing their forward drive in Bataan 
with great vigor. A heavy attack on our new 
position is now in progress. Dive bombers 
and attack aircraft are bombing and machine- 
gunning our front lines. Heavy bombers are 
continuing their attacks on our rear areas 
near the southern extremity of the Bataan 
Peninsula. 

The present Japanese attack is the longest 
sustained drive of the enemy since operations 
began in Bataan. Waves of shock troops have 
attacked almost continuously, without re- 
gard to casualties, which have been heavy 
on both sides. American and Filipino troops, 
including Naval and Marine contingents, 
have stubbornly resisted every advance, Re- 
peated efforts of the enemy to land troops 
behind our lines have been frustrated by our 
beach defenses, manned largely by Naval and 
Marine personnel, 

During the past twenty-four hours there 
were no air attacks on Corregidor.*The guns 
of our harbor defenses broke up a concen- 
tration of enemy barges and small boats in 
the vicinity of Patungan on the southern 
shore of Manila Bay. 

General Wainwright has been advised of a 
successful raid by one of his patrols in Min- 
danao which captured a Japanese outpost in 
a surprise attack and forced the withdrawal 
of several hostile units. 

War Department, No. 1838, 9 April 

Philippine Theater: A message from Gen- 
eral Wainwright at Fort Mills just received 
at the War Department states that the Japa- 
nese attack on Bataan Peninsula succeeded 
in enveloping the east flank of our lines, in 
the position held by the II Corps. At at- 
tack by the I Corps, ordered to relieve the 
situation, failed due to complete physical ex- 
haustion of the troops. Full details are not 
available, but this situation indicates the 
probability that the defenses on Bataan have 
been overcome.

station he was assigned to the Philippine 
Islands in 1905. Following service at Malahi 
Island and Ft. McKinley, he was assigned to 
duty at Ft. Crook, Neb., Ft. Riley, Kans., 
and as Aide-de-Camp to Brig. Gen. E, D. 
Thomas at Denver, Colo. 

General Boschen accompanied the 16th 
Infantry to Alaska in June, 1910, and served 
at Ft. Egbert, Ft. Gibbon and Ft. Dans until 
July 1912. He held further assignments as 
Inspector-Instructor, National Guard, at Den 
ver, Colo., until April 1913; at Ft. McPherson 
with the 17th Infantry to March 1914; at 
Eagle Pass, Tex., to Aug. 1914; and at the 
University of Arkansas as Professor of Mili- 
tary Science and Tactics to January 1917. 
He served in Mexico with the 17th Infantry 
to February 1917, and with the 56th Infantry 
at El Paso, Tex., to March 1917. From Sep- 
tember to November 1917, General Boschen 
was an instructor at the Plattsburg Train- 
ing Camp, N. Y. He commanded the 56th 
Infantry and was Director, British and 
French Mission School, Chickamauga Park, 
Georgia, to Feb. 1918, and then served at 
Camp MacArthur, Tex., until he went to 
France in July 1918. He participated in the 
St. Mihiel and Meuse-Argonne offensives and 
returned to the United States in December 
1918. General Boschen was placed in charge 
of the Enlisted Allotment Branch, Zone 
Finance Office, Washington, D. C., and then 
served as Zone Finance Officer from August

Col. William O. Gilbert died at his 
apartment at the West Chester, Washing- 
ton, D. C., Sunday afternoon, 29 March, 
at the age of 75. Colonel Gilbert was 
born in Trent, Mich. He was graduated 
from Amherst College in 1890, and he 
was a member of the Phi Beta Kappa and 
Phi Delta Phi. 

In 1892 he was admitted to the bar in 
Washington, D. C. He practiced law in 
Omaha for twenty-five years. He served 
in the World War. In 1918 he was pro- 
moted to the grade of Colonel and was 
in the Chief Legislative Division of the 
Judge Advdécate General’s Dept. in Wash- 
ington. He was chief of the Section of 
Office of Acting Judge Advocate General, 
reviewing courts-martial, Headquarters 
Schaumont, France. He was Chief Law 
Officer for civil affairs, for U. S. occupied 
area, Coblenz, Germany. 

He was a member of the inter-allied 
commission, which set up the ordinances 
for government of occupied area. 

He was commissioned a Colonel in the 
Regular Army, 1 July 1920 and was re- 
tired for disability in line of duty, 4 Feb. 
1924. 

He married Ellie Normant, of Wash- 
ington, D. C., in 1904—and in 1925 he 
married Emma Brock Woods of Wash- 


ington. He was a member of the Army 
and Navy Club and the Chevy Chase 
Club. 
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Word has been received of the death in 
London of Adm. Sir Sidney Bailey, hus- 
band of the former Miss Mildred Brom- 
well, daughter of the late Col. Charles §, 
Bromwell, CE, USA, and Mrs. Bromwell. 

Admiral Bailey died while on active 





duty at the admiralty in London, where 
he has held many responsible posts in- 
volving British naval strategy. One of 
the youngest admirals in the Royal Navy, 
he had a brilliant and varied career. 

He was gunnery commander of the 
grand fleet after the famous Battle of 
Jutland, and at the surrender of the Ger- 
man fleet, he was designated to receive 
the German officers on his ship, the 
Queen Elizabeth. For two years he was 
chief of staff of the Mediterranean fleet, 
and for a similar period he was second in 
command of the home fleet at Gibraltar, 
flying his flag on the Hood. Later he was 
appointed head of the Royal Navy col- 
lege at Greenwich, where he was knight- 
ed. 

Admiral Bailey is survived by his wife, 
Lady Bailey, who resides in London and 
two children, Patricia, at Foxcroft school 
in Virginia, and David, at a boys’ school 
in Quebec, Canada, 

Lady Bailey’s father, the late Colonel 
Bromwell, graduated from West Point in 
1890. He was for some time military aide 
to President Theodore Roosevelt.

Jan. 1900, he was ordered to China where 
he saw service in the Boxer Rebellion. 
Twenty months later she joined him in 
the Philippines where they remained for 
more than six years. Two of these years 
were spent on the Island of Mindanao 
among the savage Moros whom they be- 
friended, 

Returning to the United States, the 
Hutchesons made their home in the fron- 
tier stations of Omaha, Nebraska, Iowa, 
and among the Sioux Indians before Gen- 
eral Hutcheson’s assignment to Fort Slo- 
cum, New York. In 1904, they moved to 
Washington where General Hutcheson 
served on the War Department General 
Staff until 1908. 

Mrs. Hutcheson is survived by her hus- 
band and a sister, Mrs. Agnes LaFitte.

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“Merit” Medals Asked 


Legislation to create a “Legion of 
Merit” medal for award to personnel in 
our armed forces, to personnel in the 
armed forces of friendly nations and to 
civilians connected with National De- 
fense was asked of Congress this week 
by the Secretary of War. 

The Senate Military Affairs Commit- 
tee has amended a pending bill, 8. 2404, 
to provide not one, but two decorations. 

The “Legion of Merit’ medal wou!d be 
given to personnel of the armed forces 
of the United States and the Philippines 
and to- personnel of the armed forces of 
friendly nations who since 8 Sept. 1939 
“shall have distinguished themselves by 
exceptionally meritorious conduct in the 
performance of outstanding services.” 

The second medal, the “Civilian Order 
of Merit,” may be awarded to civilians of 
the allied nations who since 8 Sept., 1939, 
“shall have distinguished themselves by 
exceptionally meritorious conduct in the 
performance of outstanding services.” 

The bill S, 2404 as introduced 25 March 
would give blanket authority for person- 
nel of the armed forces to accept decora- 
tions tendered by governments of cobel- 
ligerent nations or the other American 
republics. 

In his request for a medal, Secretary 
of War Stimson, said: 

“There does not now exist any decoration 
which we can award for a course of conduct 
by an individual, which is characterized by 
being outstanding and essential to our na- 
tional defense, as distinguished from a spe- 
cifie act or service, Yet, at this time, there 
is a definite need for some appropriate means 
of recognition of the services of both mili- 
tary and civilian personnel, of this and friend- 
ly foreign nations, who by a course of meri- 
torious conduct have materially and directly 
contributed to the advancement of our na- 
tional defense program since the declaration 
of the emergency by the President. 

“Great emphasis is being placed by Con- 
gress upon the creation of friendly relations 
with our Allies in the war and our South 
American neighbors. In the case of the lat- 
ter, during the visits of officers from these 
countries during the last year, there were 
tendered to our Chief of Staff and other offi- 
cers of the armed forces decorations which 
evidences the esteem in which they held the 
United States. These were not so much in- 
dividual decorations as they were a gesture 
of warm friendship for the United States as 
a whole, tendered, of course, to the official 
representatives of our nation, whose guests 
they were. 

“It has proved to be most unfortunate that 
no reciprocation could be made. We were 
compelled to stand mute as a nation because 
we had nothing to give in return. The lack 
of such decorations has continually embar- 
rassed us for years and had one been pro- 
vided, its value would have been tremendous. 
The establishment of this decoration would 
fill a long felt need. ... 

“This small gesture on our part, in the 
opinion of those who have to deal with the 
military representatives of these nations, 
will pay big dividends in helpful assistance 
that we urgently need now, 

“The importance of such a decoration to 
our own military, naval and civilian per- 
sonnel is equally important. Allegedly, by 
tradition we are reticent to award decora- 
tions, but it is submitted that public service 
of an outstanding nature cannot be adequate- 
ly rewarded in any other way. American 
appreciation for outstanding service, when 
thus recognized, will be a great incentive for 
others in the trying times ahead, to make 
greater effort in national defense activities. 

“It is believed the average annual cost, 
after the dies are procured, will not exceed 
$8,000." 





Authorize Two New Service 


Medals 

Authorization of two new serivce med- 
als, the American Defense Service Medal, 
the first to be awarded by the Army since 
the World War Victory Medal, and the 
Good Conduct Medal for enlisted men, 
was announced this week by the War De- 
partment. The new medals were ordered 
established by President Roosevelt in an 
Executive Order signed 28 June, 1941, and 
the Medal and Awards Section of the 
War Department since that time has been 
working on the designs of the new medals 
and the regulations for their issue. 

The War Department announcement 
this week said that pending issue of the 
medals themselves, personnel of the Army 
eligible for the awards may wear the 
ribbons. 

The ribbon of the American Defense 
Medal is yellow with narrow red, white 
and blue stripes near the edges. Issuance

U. 8S. military personnel for honorable 
service by those who entered upon a 
period of active Federal Service of 12 
months or longer and who in discharge of 
such service served at any time between 
8 Sept. 1939, and 7 Dec. 1941. 

Bronze stars will be awarded for wear 
on the suspension ribbons of the medals 
in cases where personnel were exposed to 
hostile attack during the period for which 
the medal may be awarded, one star for 
each separate hostile attack. 

The Good Conduct ribbon is dark red 
with white stripes Town the middle. This 
medal is authorized for award to those 
enlisted men of the Army of the United 
States, in all its components, who on or 
after 28 June, 1941, honorably completed 
three years of active Federal military ser- 
vice and who are recommended for the 
award by their commanding officers for 
exemplary behavior, efficiency and fidel- 
ity. 





Revere Plants Busy 

A graphic story of great plant expan- 
sion, increased war production, discon- 
tinuance of all normal civilian business 
in the interest of the war effort, of 504 
employees now in the armed forces of 
the nation; and of 90 per cent employee 
participation in the Defense Bond pay- 
roll deduction plan, is told in the annual 
report of the Revere Copper and Brass 
Ine. 

Revere President C. Donald Dallas in- 
forms employees and stockholders of the 
firm that the Army, Navy and Air Force 
are utilizing hundreds of millions of 
pounds of brass and copper in the manu- 
facture of cartridge cases, bullet jackets, 
rotating bands, fuse parts, and in booster 
and primer assemblies. “Our steam-driven 
warships, cargo vessels and transports,” 
he wrote, “could not operate without con- 
densers of copper alloys. Submarines, 
torpedo boats, rescue craft and other 
small craft all have vital use for copper, 
brass and bronze. Our aircraft have oil 
coolers made of copper and liquid-cooled 
motors have copper of brass radiation. 
Industries serving war requirements be- 
hind the lines use our products for main- 
tenance and equipment. 

“On land, on the sea and in the air,” 
President Dallas asserted, “we are con- 
tributing to the fight for victory.” He 
told Revere employees and stockholders, 
“With all of us occupied with our Num- 
ber One Job of defeating the Axis Powers, 
and with Revere a vital cog in the ma- 
chinery for doing this, we must unite in 
a common effort for increased efficiency 
and production.” 





Commissions for Aliens 

Authorization for the War Department 
to send alien selectees to Officer Candi- 
date Schools, and to later commission 
these men has been recommended by the 
Senate in its passage of the Sixth Supple- 
mental National Defense Appropriation, 
1942, 

According to testimony of Lt. Col. FE. 
J. Walsh, Legislative Section, Personnel 
Division, Service of Supply, it is the War 
Department’s intent to commission and 
pay as officers certain aliens, who may or 
may not have intentions to become citi- 
zens. Colonel Walsh pointed out that the 
Army induct aliens but may not com- 
mission them. 





USS Langley Sinking Related 

Lt. Sidney A. Ernst, who was on the 
aircraft tender USS Langley which was 
bombed and sunk by the Japanese in the 
Indian Ocean, this week told of the ter- 
rific pounding sustained by the American 
aircraft tender before she was finally 
sent down. The vessel was unable to 
launch planes she was carrying as cargo 
because a section of her flight deck had 
been removed more than five years be- 
fore when she was converted from a car- 
rier to a tender. 

Dispatches reaching this country re- 
port that Lieutenant Ernst related how 
the Langley had been one jump ahead of 
the Japs enroute southward from Cavite 
in the Asiatic Fleet’s dispersed retreat be- 
fore Jap air superiority. Several times 
she dodged the enemy during 10,000 
miles of unharmed steaming through 
Balik Papan, Macassar and Soerabaja 
(Java) and various Australian harbors 
—n succession of lost Japanese chances. 
When she left on her final voyage, and 
was, en route, diverted to Java, the 
Langley had a pair of destroyers in con- 
voy, one of which has since been sunk, 

The Langley’s last day began in much 
the same manner as was the case in al- 
most every other engagement in the 
Southwest Pacific—with being discovered 
in the early morning by carrier-based 
reconnaissance plane. The Langley at the 
time of discovery was steaming toward 
Tjilatjap. The Japs, however, waiting 
for a large bag of Allied ships fleeing 
Tjilatjap and apparently wanting to save 
their bombs for them, sent a call for 
land-based aircraft—which, with the 
Japs, are also under navy command. 

Coming apparently from Bali, nine Jap 
land-based planes attacked at 1:55 p.m. 
27 Feb. from an altitude of about 18,000 
feet. The Langley set up a continual fire 
from her 50 caliber and 3-inch guns, but 
despite this concentrated fire the Jap high 
level bombing was very accurate. The 
first Jap bomb struck the starboard side 
forward, killing the ship’s carpenter and 
smashing the deck. Although no other di- 
rect hits were made that run, as is usual- 
ly the case in aerial bombardment, the 
near misses did more damage than the 
hits because the explosions from the near- 
misses opened the seams below the water- 
line. 

Pilots observing the bombings reported 
it equal to the best practice bombing seen 
anywhere. The Japs took plenty of time, 
allowing almost 45 minutes for each of 
their three runs. On the second run over 
the Langley no bombs were dropped. On 
the third run, when fires from the first 
had been brought under control, a heavy 
bomb landed on the aft flight deck, port 
side, tearing an 11-inch hole. 

By this time, however, the bursted 
seams of the vessel allowed tons of water 
to pour inside. However, Capt. Robert P. 
McConnell continued his efforts to save 
the ship and ordered that the P-40 air- 
planes being carried on the port side be 
pushed into the sea. 

Suddenly a swarm of six carrier based 
Zero fighters swept down over the ship, 
cannonading and machine-gunning the 
decks. Word was then passed to abandon 
ship. 

Lieutenant Ernst then related how he 
slid down a rope to a motor laanch, add- 
ing “at any moment we expected tons of 
P-40’s crashing on our heads.” The 
Langley stayed afloat for sometime, but 
because of Jap warships lurking nearby 
the order was given to sink her and one 
of her destroyer escort sent two torpedoes 
and nine 4-inch shells into her. 





Withhold Medical Statements 

Requirements in the Selective Training 
and Service Act and in the National 
Guard and Reserve Mobilization Act that 
personnel affected by those acts be fur- 
nished with their medical records should 
be repealed, the Senate Military Affairs 
Committee recommended this week. 

The Senate group reported on the bill, 
S. 2368, sponsored by the War Depart- 
ment. 

The committee’s report revealed that 
the subject has been one of long-standing 
discussion among the departments, and 
that the various government agencies are 
divided in their opinions as to wisdom of 
repeal. 








Navy Opened to Negroes 


Secretary of the Navy Frank Knox ap. 
nounced this week that negro volunteey 
will be accepted for enlistment for gop. 
eral service in the reserve components of 
the Navy, Marine Corps and Coast Guarg 
All ratings in those branches of the nayg 
service will be opened to them, and rm. 
cruiting is to begin as soon as a suitably 
training station is established. Heretofore 
negroes have been accepted in the Navy 
only in the messman branch. 

As soon as recruited and given thei 
basic training, the negro volunteers wij 
be assigned to special units under whitp 
commissioned and petty officers at shor 
stations, Mr. Knox said. When ready fo, 
sea they will be assigned to small vegselg 
Eventually, they may form the crews of 
destroyers and other small types, Mr 
Knox added. 

As negroes gain experience and qu 
for higher ratings they will be made petty 
officers. As yet there is no plan to com. 
mission negro officers, Mr. Knox added, 

Immediately following the Navy’s ap. 
nouncement, the District of Columbiy 
Branch of the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored People de 
nounced the Navy Plan as meaning “seg.
